(he Old Plant. 


The April banquet of the Business 


Mcii's Association was held Thursday 
evening iu the dining hall of the Ply 
uiouth Congregational church, aiid it 
was by far the best attended of any jf 
the affairs which are rapidly growing 
iu favor with the business and profes- 
sional men of Xewark. Probably lot 
men. were present at the supper and 
the spjeecbes which followed. The sup- 
per wa» excellent and was thoroughly 
enjoyed, and after the conclusion 
gars were lighted and the speeches 
were started with Rev. Joseph A. Beii- 
iictt acting as toastniaster. 
In this capacity Mr. Bennett was a 
decided success, and his witty intro- 
ductions of the various speakers were 
eagerly listened to. Mr. J. F. Irwiu, 
chairman of the committee appointed 
by the Board of Trade to investigate 
the water works of Xewark. was as 
signed to the subject: 
"A Business 


Men's Conclusions on toe 
Water 
Works Problem.'" Mr. Irwm gave 'n 
part the report of the committee which 
was published in the Advocate, and 
stated that it was the opinion of the 
committee that the plant of the Xew- 
ark Water company should be pur- 
chased. 


He sairt that the bunded indebted- 
ness of the city was SS4G.471.17. but 
that *ir»2.8G8.liO was returnable to the 
city in special assessments. He further 
said that of the $48^>.<JUO received on 
bond issues. S440.t>71.9«> has been ex- 
pended. 
According to the figures of 


Mr. Irwiu it will take between S!» 
191.00-and S100.000 to complete the 
city's water system and that now the 
city is losing about S17.OOO a year. Of 
the $100,000 needed to complete the 
plant $45.000 remains in the treasury. 


The speaker urged the purchase >f 


the holdings of the Xewark Water f'o.. 
and said that the committee, sifter 
careful investigation, had placed their 
value oil the system at S7t>.007.2."i. He- 
said that the city -would deri\ e §21,730 
a year from the connections of the 
company and that this could l>e boost- 
ed to nearly $-10,000 a year. The oper- 
ating expenses should not exceed S14.- 
000. 


Mr. Irvrin told of sm investigation 
that was made once before and proved 
to be a farce, but lie showed that the 
committee, of which he was chair 
man. 


left no stone unturned to get at facts. 
He concluded his remarks by spying 
that the niatter of the purchase of the 
plant, if it is contemplated, shonhl lie 
handled by the city council and 
the 


Board ot Trade. 


"Another Sid«- of the Water Works 


Question" was given in an able manner 
by Roderie Jone~. who started bis re- 
marks by saying that probably a good 
many people -would l>e against the pur- 
chase of the old plant by the city. He 
said the old history of the company 
might be brought up as a bar To tin 
purchase, arid he Told in detail of the 
history of the company from l.VC>. 


Mr. .Tone* looks upon tho purchase 


on tlw old water company's holdings. 
as purely a business proposition and 
lie thinks it "would bo a good Thing for 
the city to pure-base the plant and .10 
away with any competition. He i<5 >f 
The opinion that The citv oitk-inis made 
a mistake when they did not purchase 
the holdiiic-s in 10O3. 


Mr. Jones drove bis facts homo and 


many men present feit tliat they had 
known very little of the water works 
situation in Xewark when Mr. Jrvvin

WAYS OF PICKPOCKETS. 


"Low Grade Dips" Work in Pairs- 


Some of the Trick*. 


As a usual thing pickpockets vary 


their methods to suit circumstances. 
Only the lower gradfr dips work in 
pairs. These are the men who operate 
on street cars, elevated station plat- 
forms and similar places where they 
will find crowds of pushing people 
and have opportunity to escape- if de- 
tected. 


One of the pair shoulders a victim 


roughly while the other does the work 
and makes a getaway. Arrests are 
frequent, but convictions rare, be-

The higher grade dips also work in
